Strike Threatens Bell System 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Bargaining between ihe Bell 
system and unions representing its 750.000 workers has 
broken off. but a union leader says even if there is a strike, 
it would not immediately affect phone service

unions involved in the first nation wide bargaining on the 
more than 100 contracts affected, asked their members to 
take a strike vote Thursday. 


Commandos Strike In Lebanon 


Israeli comandos slipped across the Lebanese border 
Thursday night and raided a small frontier village as "a 
warning” to Palestinian guerrillas The Tel Aviv military 
command said the raiders returned to Israel just before 
midnight after blowing up three houses used by guerrillas 
in the southern Lebanese village of Bus tan. A command 
spokesman reported no Israeli casualties in the raid, but 
made no mention of possible Arab losses.

The total budget for Interior 
and its related agencies, as 
approved by the committee, 
came to $3 1 billion 
The committee praised the 
Department of Health. Educa 
tion and Welfare for increasing 
the budget for Indian health 
services by $25 million to $226 
million, but said there was still 
an “urgent need for expanded 
programs in Indian health ” 
In 
education, 
the 
budget 
request 
was 
increased 
by 
nearly $4 million, mainly for 
higher education 'scholarships 
and for maintenance of Indian 
schools. 
“ Indian children are entitled 
to protection from 
fire and 
disaster” in their schools, the

Often diabetes can be ef­ 
fectively controlled with diet 
and exercise along, other 
diabetics may require diet plus- 
insulin injection, or tablets. 
Diabetes occurs in all age 
groups including infancy and 
childhood, but usually the onset 
is in middle age The ‘ high - 
risk 
groups are overweight, 
over age 40, blood relatives of 
diaabetics, and women who 
have given birth to large babies

By United Press International 
Georgia has become the 
fourth state in two days to ban 
Oklahoma cattle even though it 
now appears the 12 cows who 
died in an Oklahoma City 
stockyard were not killed by 
anthrax as originally believed 
Agriculture Com m issioner 
Tommy Irvin imposed a ban on 
cattle shipments from Texas 
and Oklahoma Thursday to 
prevent the spread of the 
deadly 
anthrax disease 
to 
Georgia 
A department official said, 
however, that infected animals 
probably couldn't make it to 
Georgia 
since 
the disease 
normally kills its victims within 
24 hours 
Colorado. Nebraska and 
Texas banned cattle shipments 
from Oklahoma on Wednesday, 
but Dr John W Holcombe. 
Oklahoma's state veterinarian, 
said these bans could be lifted 
today when final laboratory

indoor outdoor type carpet, and the electric drill ruined 
our carpet. We want and need a new carpet. The plumber 
told us that he was fully covered. My claim, however, has 
been denied by his liability carrier. I am holding the bag 
for someone's improper and careless workmanship. 


(A) The insurance company has a comprehensive 
liability 'policy on the plumber. This policy has a common 
provision that excludes damage done to the property that 
is in the CARE, CUSTODY, OR CONTROL of the insured. 
The electric drill snagged a rug fiber and unraveled a 
portion on the rug. Since the workman had to drill through 
the floor to install the gas pipe, it was excluded, as he was 
working in that area to accomplish his mission. The 
plumber, however, is personally liable. Since his policy 
did not cover this risk, he is still liable to you It appears 
that you may wish to deduct or offse* his loss from the 
contract proceeds due him, or else sue for damages if the 
bill has already been paid

Tuesday in Oklahoma City are 
released. 
When 12 cattle died in the 
Oklahoma City stockyards, it 
was learned they had been 
shipped from a place in Texas 
near Falls County where the 
original 
anthrax quarantine 
was imposed during the week­ 
end. 
Holcombe said two federal 
veterinarians trained in an­ 
thrax 
diagnosis, one state 
veterinarian with anthrax ex­ 
perience, and the Oklahoma 
City stockyards vet inspected 
the animals 
“One carcass was partially 
posted and the finds were 
typical of anthrax,” he said 
But further examinations by 
the State Health Department 
could not produce an anthrax 
organism in the dead cows and

Since the 
service contract, (not in­ 
surance) specifically excludes 
accidental damage, abuse or 
neglect, the repairs would have 
to be done on a charge basis . We 
made no charge for the in­ 
spection or diagnosis. Please 
advise if you think our position 
is unfair.” If your dog did chew 
up the cord, I feel that the 
company has, in fact, been fair. 
Again, service contracts are not 
insurance policies.

in

Newspaper Advertising Bureau. 
According to a recent study 
conducted for the Bureau by 
Audits and Surveys, Inc., people 
tend to follow a systematic 
pattern when reading the daily 
newspaper. 
The study, title “Quantitative 
and Qualitative Aspects of Daily 
Newspaper Reading,” was 
based on interview of a sample 
1,700 men and women in the 
ages 18 and over. 
It shows that almost nine out 
of 10 adults (89 per cent) who 
read 
one 
or 
more 
daily 
newspapers during a 5-day span 
read them thoroughly. 
The bureau says that the 
typical reader sets aside a 
certain time each day for 


reading the paper and becomes 
involved by clippping news 
items or advertisements. 
The first time they picked up 
a paper, more than half the 
readers start at the front and go 
through it, the study shows. 
Two-thirds of the readers will go 
through 
the entire paper, 
reading whatever is interesting, 
and another 24 per cent will scan 
most of the paper quickly on the 
first handling. 
The study 'points out that 56 
per cent of the respondents 
clipped one or more editorial 
items in the past three months, 
women clipping more items 
than men. 
We hope only that readers 
keep right on reading, and we 
will keep right on trying to 
provide items worth the trouble 
to clip.

The HOOSIER DAY

“Watch for ice on the bridge,” 
signs are still up on many major 
Indiana highways, which might 
be a good thing 
It is also good that the last 
General Assembly enacted a 
tort claims act 
providing 
limitation on claims against the 
state and providing means for 
out of court settlements. There 
could be one long series of 
damage suits as a result of a 
recent accident on an interstate 
bridge located in Indianapolis. 
During summer months, the 
highway department 
usually 
removes the signs warning of 
ice, replacing them, with such 
information 
as 
“ Hoosier 
hospitality is no accident," or 
“Watch your speed. We are,” 
with silhouettes of a state police 
car and helicopter. Such work 
takes manpower and costs 
money in short supply for road 
maintenance. 
During the last four to five 
years, a sealant has been ap­ 
plied to several hundred bridges 
in the state. 
It 
prevents 
penetration, of chemicals and, 
salt water into the cement, 
resulting in corrosion of rein­ 
forcing steel. An. epoxy type 
substance, the sealant is mixed 
with sand before application, or 
at least most of the time. Not 
enough sand had been mixed, 
and a slight rain shower made 
an ice-skating rink on a short 
stretch of road. 
A 'Greyhound Bus was the 
first to discover the treacherous 
condition, going into a, slide 
without hitting anything or 
being hit in the resulting melee. 
A dump truck hit a guardrail 
avoiding the bus, and was 
struck by another truck Before 
the chain reaction stopped, one 
police car, a light truck, five 
dump trucks.a tractor-trailer, 
two more automobiles and 
motorcycle had become in­ 
volved for an estimated $18,000 
property 
damage. 
Miraculously, no one was killed 
and there were only 
two 
removed to the hospitals with 
minor injuries. 
An airplane pilot soon learns 
ice can form in carburetor even 
on hot days. Icy conditions can 
prevail on bridge surfaces even 
during summer months. Maybe 
the signs should be changed for 
year around use warning of 
slick conditions rather than ice 
which causes motorists to scoff 
on hot days. It would save 
maintenance costs 
Still another wav to save 


scarce m aintenance dollars 
would be to eliminate most 
mowing along divided high­ 
ways. In Europe where land is 
scarce and valuable, it would 
not be permitted to go to waste. 
It is against the law to drive on 
the medians of divided high­ 
ways in Indiana, and there is a 
little reason to try and keep 
them cut like a front lawn. 
Most interstates, as well as 
other major highways in the 
state have wide shoulders for 
use in the vent of trouble. There 
is no reason for a driver to have 
an unobstructed view of on 
coming traffic when protected 
by a dividing median not to be 
crossed In fact, at night, the 
approaching lights can be a 
distraction. 
Granted, the space is for an 
escape route for cars in trouble, 
and should not be cluttered with 
non-forgiving obstacles such as 
fruit trees However, it could be 
planted in such crops as wheat 
or soybeans on a leased basis. 
The precedent 
is 
already 
established by the leasing of 
state forest and preserve land 
for such activities as grazing. 
On share-cropping, the money 
could be used for necessary 
maintenance. Naturally, weeds 
would be cut and crops not 
perm itted near intersections 
which might tend to obstruct the 
view. 
Hoosier 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Earl Butz has urged 
farmers to “plant the fence 
rows,” this year to further 
develop 
the

market, making the United 
States the breadbasket of the 
world.

Cutting would be 
only to the ditch rather than to 
the 'edge of the right-of-way, 
with spot mowing in some areas 
necessary for visibility and 
safety, and more in residential 
and business areas.

New Mexico In Fight With 


Army Over ‘Hidden’ Treasure

WASHINGTON (UPI) 
New 
Mexico state Attorney General 
David L. Norvell is threatening 
to sue the Army over digging, 
rights to a legendary hidden 
gold treasure, the pursuit of 
which has involved Spanish 
explorers, Indian Chief Geróni­ 
mo and former presidential 
aide John W. Dean. 
Norvell 
said Tuesday 
the 
Army is moving equipment on 
to the White Sands, 
N.M., 
missile range so it can dig up 
the legendary Victoria Peak 
treasure Norvell estimated to 
be worth as much as $225 
billion. 
The Army denied the allega­ 
tion and said, the 
treasure 
doesn’t exist and never did. 
Norvell, along with a New 
Mexico group with attorney F. 
Lee Bailey as spokesman, said 
the Army had refused requests 
for them to search for the gold. 
The missile site is operated by 
the Army on land leased from

Predict Gasoline Supply 
Will Tighten This Summer 
By WILLIAM E. CLAYTON 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
10-gallon limits and “no gas 
today" signs of last summer 
will be back next month if 
American motorists decide to 
go on an unrestrained summer 
driving spree, according to a 
congressional report 
The .Senate Interior Commit­ 
tee released a report Wednes­ 
day prepared by the Library of 
Congress, looking at the rest of 
the year’s gasoline availability. 
“Demand remains the key to 
the situation," the report said. 
"In spite of the increased 
supplies available as a result of 
the lifting of the (Arab oil) 
embargo, there will not be 
sufficient gasoline on hand to 
satisfy all of the potential 
demand for gasoline. 
“Because of the continued 
tightness in supply, although 
much improved over the first 
quarter of 1973, the situation 
will require continuation of 
conservation measures adopted 
last winter. If the public 
returns to unrestrained driving, 
shortages could recur." 
The report said conservation 
during January through March 
amounted to 10 per cent of 
demand but that drivers did not 
do as well in April, saving only 
3.4 per cent of normal demand. 
It did not say specifically 
whether a continuation of the 
April level of conservation 
would result in any spot 
shortages this summer. 
“The West Coast will proba­ 
bly experience the tightest 
situation because most gasoline 
imports arrive on the East 
Coast and very little of that is 
distributed that far west," it 
said 
If shortages occur, it said, 
the 
upper 
Midwest, 
New 
England, Florida and Hawaii 


also would be among the most 
likely problem areas because of 
distribution patterns. 
The report 
said 
“some 
tightness of supply" could be 
expected, even under good 
conditions, the rest of this year 
“and possibly for the two 
succeeding years.” 
The American Petroleum 
Institute reported Wednesday 
that stocks of major refined 
petroleum products were higher 
last weekend than both the 
previous weekend and one year 
ago. It said there were 223 
million gallons of gasoline, 
compared with 222 million 
barrels a week earlier and 204 
million barrels a year earlier. 


Flying Saucers 
TUCSON, Ariz. (UPI) — The 
head of a group that believes in 
flying .saucers Wednesday said 
the U.S. government is about to 
launch a campaign to prepare 
the world to accept "ex­ 
traterrestial visitors.” 
“I predict that within six 
months —possibly as little as 
three months —it will be 
obvious the official position 
has undergone a 180 degree re­ 
versal/’ said L. J. Lorenzen, 
director of the Tucson-based 
Aerial Phenomena Research 
Organization. 
He .said one reason for this 
might be "the fear that other 
nations might beat us out in 
announcing the reality of 
extraterrestrial visitors.”

Under 
the law, the property 'tax levy— 
the amount of dollars collected 
by the tax rate—would 'be froz­ 
en at the 1972 level. 
Lugar said that Indianapolis 
and Marion County probably 
will continue to be a non-adopt­ 
ing area because “we are better 
off relying on increased assess­ 
ments than going to a local op­ 
tion income tax.” 
Crawfordsville Mayor David 
C. Gerard urged that “some 
attention be given to the intol­ 
erable position in which most 
small cities, find themselves 
and the law be amended to 
either give the cities the oppor­ 
tunity to find their own source 
of revenue outside the property 
tax or that the law’ be amended 
to make the gross income tax 
m andatory throughout the 
state.” 
He said the Montgomery 
County council rejected the lo­ 
cal option tax although the city 
wanted it and the council does 
not appear likely to change its 
position this year or next. 
“If cities are going to be1 re­ 
sponsible to their own 'people 
for sound fiscal operation, cities 
must be relieved of the neces­ 
sity of depending upon county 
government and federal govern­ 
ment to determine their course 
of action," Gerard said 
Governmental Costs Up. 
Muncie Mayor Paul J. Cooley 
asked the commission “to seek 
a broadly-based rapidly respon­ 
sive tax to help cities and 
towns meet the escalating costs 
of government.”

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Paul Writes From Prison 
To Philippian Church

We begin today a two-week 
study of Paul’s Epistle to the 
Philippians, 
possibly 
the 
loveliest of Paul’s letters, and 
for that reason som etim es 
referred to as "The Epistle of 
Excellent T hings” or "The 
Epistle of Joy.” 
Perhaps one reason for its 
serene nature is Paul's deep 
affection for the members of the 
church at Philippi. Philippi was 
a small but elegant city on the 
eastern shore of the Aegean Sea

continued to have affectionate 
relations with its m em bers 
during the rest of his ministry 
WRITTEN FROM PRISON 
The tone of the letter con 
trasts strongly with the cir 
rom stances under which it was 
written 
Paul was in prison, 
probably in Rome, awaiting a 
trial for his life. The charge 
against him was probably that 
of 
fom enting 
a 
riot 
in 
Jerusalem , a serious m atter at 
a time when the city was bor 
denng on sedition 
Paul had three mam reasons 
for writing the letter The first 
was to thank the church for a 
gift of money The fact that Paul 
accepted money from no other 
church is a sign of his par 
ticularly close relations with the 
members at Philippi Scondly, 
he wanted to demonstrate his 
faith in Epaphroditus bearer of 
the letter and also bearer of the 
gift 
of 
money 
to 
Paul 
Epaphroditus had fallen sick 


while in 
Rome. 
When the 
members did not hear from 
him , 
som e 
apparently 
suspected that he might have 
absconded with the money. Paul 
wanted to assure the church 
that this was not the case and 
made it plain that Epaphroditus 
had his full confidence. Thirdly, 
Paul 
w anted 
to 
urge 
the 
members to heal certain con­ 
troversies and divisions that 
had arisen among them 
A SLAVE OF JESUS CHRIST 
One of the most notable things 
about the greeting in the letter is 
the fact that Paul refers to 
himself as a "slave” of Jesus 
Christ. By this Paul means that 
he was the absolute possession 
of Christ. Christ bought him 
with his blood, and like all 
slaves Paul could have no other 
will than that of his master. The 
recipients of the letter are 
addressed as "the saints in 
Christ Jesus.” “Saints" used in 
this context can be misleading. 
Paul did not consider the 
members to be the pious figures 
of transcendent virtue which we 
associate with the word The 
Greek 
word 
for 
saints, 
‘hag i oil,” means persons set 
aside for a special purpose in 
this case to acknowledge the 
faith, live by it, and spread it 
CHRISTIAN JOY 
In a passage which reflects 
the main theme of the letter, 
Paul then speak.s of Christian 
joy There is the joy of prayer, 
the joy that Jesus Christ is 
preached, the joy of faith, the 
joy of Christian fellowship , and 
the joy of suffering for Christ 
C hristianity, 
therefore, 
by 
nature is a joyful religion, and if 
it does not bring peace and 
happiness to the Christian’s 
soul there is some flaw in his 
commitment It is remarkable 
that 
Paul 
could 
w rite 
so 
glowingly about 
joy 
while 
awaiting a trial which might 
well bring him a death sentence 
In the last section which we 
read today Paul shows the 
contrast between the Christian 
ethic and the ethic of one of the 
noblest philosophical systems of 
the pagan world 
stoicism 
Paul writes that he has learned 
contentment in the sense of self- 
sutficiency ta u ta rk e ia i The 
stoic 
proposed 
to achieve, 


autarkeia by suppressing all 
desire and emotion so that he 
could 
be 
serene 
and 
in ­ 
vulnerable in the face of 
m isfortune. While the stoic 
approach could lead to a 
disciplined, upright life, it 
eradicated love. As one com­ 
m entator has said, "The stoic 
made the heart, a. desert and 
called 
it 
peace." 
Paul, 
by 
contrast, was self-sufficient 
because of all-encom passing 
love centering in Christ. Few 
passages in the Bible express 
more eloquently the Christian 
posture in life than do these 
passages from the Epistle to the 
Philippians,

(UPI) - 
'Governor Bowen said he has 
requested cost estim ates to help 
in a decision on the future of 
the Indiana Women’s Prison. 
He also was optimistic about 
GOP chances in the 1974 elec­ 
tion, saying the party has “an 
excellent chance” to elect a 
U.S. senator and eight congress­ 
men this year. 
The comments came during 
taping Wednesday of the weekly 
'“Report from the Statehouse” 
program at Station WTTV. 
Bowen said no decision has 
been made on whether to im­ 
prove the present facilities at 
the women's prison in Indian­ 
apolis or to relocate the institu­ 
tion. He said he is seeking 'esti­ 
mates on the precise cost of 
bringing the prison up to proper 
sanitary and fire standards 
These figures will 'be used in 
making the decision whether to 
leave the prison at its present 
location or build a new dormi­ 
tory type women’s prison on 
grounds of the Indiana Youth 
Center, Plainfield, or the Indi­ 
ana Girls School at Clermont, 
Bowen said. 
The governor said another 
suggestion has been to move 
the women’s prison to an un­ 
used portion of the Norman 
Beatty Memorial Hospital, but 
a major disadvantage might be 
the location. He stressed no de-

professor says low-level radia­ 
tion that occurs naturally in 
tobacco smoke could be the 
main cause' of lung cancer in 
smokers, especially men.

in cigarette smokers. 
But in a 
scientific paper 
prepared for delivery today at
